Bennett related in the statement, 
according to Adams, that he chauf­ 
feured Jackson for six rays, all ov­ 
er Indiana, in one of Stephenson’s

During my first term as common pleas 
judge I have tried 2,197 cases in Greene 
County and over 1,200 cases in other counties 
in the state on assignment by the Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court. 96 of these cases 
have been reviewed by the higher courts and 
82 have been affirmed. No case that I have 
tried in the last two years has been reversed. 
By reason of my experience and work during 
my first term I feel that I will be able to give 
even better service in the future. 


So far there has been no criticism of my 
work as common pleas judge, and I do not 
think that there can be. There is, however, 
an organized campaign to circulate false and 
malicious statements attacking my honesty 
and integrity, using the Cedarville Herald to 
start these false reports. 


One of the accusations as published in 
the Herald is, in substance, that I draw a sal­ 
ary of $6,000 a year as common pleas judge of 
Greene County, and that I neglect the work 
in Greene County to hold court in other 
counties. 


The work in this county has all the time 
been kept right up to date, and every case 
tried as soon as it was ready for trial. The 
salary of Hie common pleas judge in Greene 
County is $3,774.00 per year. It is a matter 
of public record and there is no excuse for 
any one stating the amount falsely. Of this 
$3,774.00 Greene County pays $774.00 and 
the State of Ohio $3,000.00, so that all of the 
judge’s time does not belong to the county/ 
but the judge is required to hold court any 
place in the state when so ordered by the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and I 
have only held court in other counties on the 
written order of the Chief Justice, as provid­ 
ed in Section 1469 of the Code. 


Another false accusation started through 
the Cedarville Herald is in reference to the 
Lytle estate of which I was executor. 
’ 
The facts in reference to this estate are 
as follows: I was appointed executor of the 
estate in 1920, and immediately upon my ap­ 
pointment I opened an account as executor of 
the Elizabeth M. Lytle estate in the Xenia 
National B^nk, and every dollar of the assets 
of the estate was kept in that separate ac­ 
count as such executor. The assets of the es­ 
tate consisted of $1,130.95 in cash and 
$1,485.00 in a mortgage note, the balance be­ 
ing in bonds and stocks which were drawing 
dividends. It was the desire of the parties 
interested in that estate to take the assets 
of the estate in kind after the payment of 
the debts and charges against the estate. The 
charges against the estate that had to be 
paid amounted to $4,481.00, and as soon as 
there was sufficient cash to meet these 
charges the final account was filed and set­ 
tled without objections being filed thereto, 
as shown by the record of the Probate Court. 


Immediately upon the settlement of the 
account all of the assets remaining of the 
estate were distributed in kind, and of the 
balance in money all but sufficient to safely 
meet the inheritance tax was promptly dis­ 
tributed. When the inheritance tax was fixed 
and paid there remains a balance of $73.00 
of that amount, which has been ready to be 
turned over at any time that the parties in­ 
terested therein will receipt for it. 
All of the stocks of the estate were dis­ 
tributed and transferred on the books of the 
various companies immediately after that, ex­ 
cepting the stock in The Pure Oil Company 
of Columbus. That stock was deposited by me 
with the proper officer of the company at Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio, immediately after the settle­ 
ment of the estate and the order to distribute 
it in kind, properly endorsed to the parties 
to whom it belonged, which ended my duties 
as executor in reference to the stock. There 
was delay in the transfer of that stock on 
the books of the Company for which I was in 
no way responsible, and the stock was not 
transferred by the Company until April of 
this year, when their attorney was promptly 
notified, and it has been ready for delivery to 
the parties at any time since then. The es­ 
tate was settled in the usual manner and as 
promptly as it could be settled under the 
conditions that existed, and every dollar of it 
properly accounted for, and as to the inheri­ 
tance tax, no penalty was paid by any one on 
account of any neglect or failure on my part. 
^ Another accusation started through the

/ Poague Trust Fund. 
I was appointed as trustee of that fund 
at the request of the Probate Court, and ac­ 
counts were filed every two years in refer­ 
ence to said trust fund until, at the sugges­ 
tion of the Probate Judge, Charles F. How­ 
ard, the filing of further accounts in the mat­ 
ter was discontinued for the reason that there 
^ould be no disbursements from the fund, and, 
each account being substantially identical 
with the preceding one, the filing of the ac­ 
counts was only depleting the fund by incur­ 
ring the expense of the accounts. I have the 
funds of the trust invested in a government 
bond, and when the time comes that the trust 
is terminated and can be settled I am ready to 
"Pay over the fund. 
I practiced law for 31 years in Xenia be­ 
fore I became common pleas judge, and I 
will leave the question of my honesty and 
fairness to any one of the hundreds of people 
with whom I have done business in that 
length of time. If the voters of Greene County 
feel that I have given honest and competent 
service during my first term I respectfully 
ask your vote and influence and that you will 
not be misled or influenced by these false 
reports.

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COYOTES AND SQUIRRELS DESTRUCTIVE 


Hancock county tanners have to tight an almost invisible 
•nem y in the corn borer, but the California farmer has not 
only the tnrip, the scale, the red spider and other similar 
pests, which have to be fought with sprays, but he has to 
contend with predatory animals. 
The most destructive of 
these are the coyote and the ground squirrel. 


A leccnt report says that last season a three legged coy­ 
ote killed $1000 worth of sheep and turkeys for one Cali­ 
fornia farmer. 
I his animal had lost a leg in a trap, so was 
trap-wise 
She was finally caught, however, by a trapper 
after six weeks of etfort. 
This is only one example, but it 
is estimated that in one year in this state the damage done 


bv the covote, mountain lions, bob cats and other predatory 
animals, amounts to half a million dollars. 
They attack 
calves, sh^ep, p:gs. poultry and other domestic stock. 


I he damages have been greatly reduced in the joint ef­ 
forts of the county, the state and the federal government in 


a campaign to exterminate tlie^e animals. 
These combined 
agencies cpend approximately $100,(XX) a year for this pul­ 
pers?. 
W hile the result has been beneficial to all farmers, 
the continuance of the tight is absolutely essential to the 
sheep farmers, for the coyotes make constant warfare against 
the tlocks 


The ground squirrels work havoc to the ordinary farmer. 
These rodents eat the alfalfa, vegetables, fruit crops, nuts 
and fcrain. 
In 1917 a law was passed making it compulsory 
for the farmers to make warfare on the squirrels. 
They are 
unfit to eat, so the hunters pay little attention to them. The 
farmers are required to poison them, or the state will do it 
and charge it tm to the farm, 
At present it is estimated that 
it costs the state about $400,000 a year to fight these squir- 
T tls 
At that, when you ride along the highways in certain 
sections near San Jose, you will see them scampering over 
tfcr fields, almost in droves. 
Included in the list of pests 
thus bothering the farmers are field mice, barn rats and 
gophers. 
Figures are given showing that the annual loss to) 
the farmer on account cf the depredations of these rodents 
has been approximately S30,000,000, which amount has been 
reduced by about $10,000,000 since the fight to exterminate 
them began. 


So it will be seen the Ohio farmer is not the only one 
who has to fight pests. 
Every section of country has som e­ 
thing to contend with, and on the average we presume, one 
section measures up, in that respect about as well as another.

The Junior Ohio senator made 
the statement that he had ample 
grounds for his assertion and in 
order that Coolidge may have sup­ 
port in his impending campaign if 
elected, he urged election of Re­ 
publicans to congress to back up 
the program and policies of the 
administration. 
In addition the senator predicted 
the re-election of U. S. Senator 
Frank Willis and lauded Myers Y. 
Cooper, G. O. P. nominee for gov­ 
ernor, stressing the need of elect­ 
ing the Cincinnati realtor “to place 
Ohio in good financial circumstan­ 
ces” comparable to 
“the 
sound 
business basis that the nation is 
now on due to the Coolidge ad­ 
ministration.”

During my first term as common pleas 
judge I have tried 2,197 cases in Greene 
County and over 1,200 cases in other counties 
in the state on assignment by the Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court. 96 of these cases 
have been reviewed by the higher courts and 
82 have been affirmed.

The 
salary of Hie common pleas judge in Greene 
County is $3,774.00 per year. It is a matter 
of public record and there is no excuse for 
any one stating the amount falsely. Of this 
$3,774.00 Greene County pays $774.00 and 
the State of Ohio $3,000.00, so that all of the 
judge’s time does not belong to the county,•* 
but the judge is required to hold court any 
place in the state when so ordered by the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and I 
have only held court in other counties on the 
written order of the Chief Justice, as provid­ 
ed in Section 1469 of the Code. 


Another false accusation started through 
the Cedarville Herald is in reference to the 
Lytle estate of which I was executor. 
The facts in reference to this estate are 
as follows: I was appointed executor of the 
estate in 1920, and immediately upon my ap­ 
pointment I opened an account as executor of 
the Elizabeth M. Lytle estate in the Xenia 
National B^nk, and every dollar of the assets 
of the estate was kept in that separate ac­ 
count as such executor. Tile assets of the es­ 
tate consisted of $1,130.95 in cash and 
$1,485.00 in a mortgage note, the balance be­ 
ing in bonds and stocks which were drawing 
dividends. 
It was the desire of the parties 
interested in that estate to take the assets 
of the estate in kind after the payment of 
the debts and charges against the estate. The 
charges against the estate that had to be 
paid amounted to $4,481.00, and as soon as 
there was sufficient cash to meet these 
charges the final account was filed and set­ 
tled without objections being filed thereto, 
as shown by the record of the Probate Court. 


Immediately upon the settlement of the 
account all of the assets remaining of the 
estate were distributed in kind, and of the 
balance in money all but sufficient to safely 
meet the inheritance tax was promptly dis­ 
tributed. When the inheritance tax was fixed 
and paid there remains a balance of $73.00 
of that amount, which has been ready to be 
turned over at any time that the parties in­ 
terested therein will receipt for it. 
All of the stocks of the estate were dis­ 
tributed and transferred on the books of the 
various companies immediately after that, ex­ 
cepting the stock in The Pure Oil Company 
of Columbus. That stock was deposited by me 
w ith the proper officer of the company at Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio, immediately after the settle­ 
ment of the estate and the order to distribute 
it in kind, properly endorsed to the parties 
to whom it belonged, which ended my duties 
as executor in reference to the stock. There 
was delay in the transfer of that stock on 
the books of the Company for which I was in 
no way responsible, and the stock was not 
transferred by the Company until April of 
this year, when their attorney was promptly 
notified, and it has been ready for delivery to 
the parties at any time since then. The es­ 
tate was settled in the usual manner and as 
promptly as it could be settled under the 
conditions that existed, and every dollar of it 
properly accounted for, and as to the inheri­ 
tance tax, no penalty was paid by any one on 
account of any neglect or failure on my part. 
Another accusation started through the 
Cedarville Herald is in reference to the 
Poague Trust Fund. 
I was appointed as trustee of that fund 
at the request of the Probate Court, and ac­ 
counts were filed every two years in refer­ 
ence to said trust fund until, at the sugges­ 
tion of the Probate Judge, Charles F. How­ 
ard, the filing of further accounts in the mat­ 
ter was discontinued for the reason that there 
lould be no disbursements from the fund, and, 
each account being substantially identical 
with the preceding one, the filing of the ac­ 
counts was only depleting the fund by incur­ 
ring the expense of the accounts. I have the 
funds of the trust invested in a government 
bond, and when the time comes that the trust 
is terminated and can be settled I am ready to 
~pay over the fund. 
I practiced law for 31 years in Xenia be­ 
fore I became common pleas judge, and I 
will leave the question of my honesty and 
fairness to any one of the hundreds of people 
with whom I have done business in that 
length of time. If the voters of Greene County 
feel that I have given honest and competent 
service during my first term I respectfully 
ask your vote and influence and that you will 
not be misled or influenced by these false 
reports.
